Manila, May 6.—4:15 p. m.—Major 


General Lawton's column advanced 
to a position two and a half miles 
noith of Balinag today. Before mak- 
ing a f01 ward movement Geneial 
Lawton sent back to Manila two 
wounded men of the Minnesota regi- 
ment and one of the Oregonians, who 
were huit in yesterday's fight, be- 
sides twenty sick men. 


They were sent by way of Malolos. 
General Lawton's advance met with 


but little opposition. Outside of Maa- 
san 2,000 rebels, who occupied an en- 
trenched position, weie routed in 
short order. 


Many corpses of rebels have been 


discoveied in the river at San Tomas. 


Scores of rifles and othei arms "have 


been recoveied from the liver, into 
which they were thrown by the re- 
treating rebels. 


Major General MacArthur's divi- 


sion is resting at San Feinaudo, mak- 
ing in the meantime extensive lecon- 
naissances.

"Manila, March 20, 1899,—Daai 


Friend John: I received your letter 
on the 19th and was very glad to 
hear from you. We landed March 11 
after a long tiip, and for the first 
time in fifty-one days we were on 
land. We landed in the city of Ma- 
nila and matched about two miles 
where we slept that night in our 
tents. The next day I was sent with 
some men to town for some rations; 
stayed all day and when I got b?ck 
my company had moved back into 
the old Spanish quaiter of the town. 
We did not find them until away 
after aaik—too late for supper—ST 
we had to wait until morning. 1 had 
nothing to eat all day, but since that 
timewe have had all we can eat— 
fiesh meat every day and "stars ani 
stripes" (pork and beans) twica A 
week. 


Washington, May 6.—As a result 


ot the president's consideration of 
the report of the Wade court of in-

Miss Emerson, of New York city, 


Chailes Roscoe Conklin, night ele- 


vator boy at the New Aveline hotel, 
plunged down the elevator shaft to 
almost instant death at 8:45 o'clock 
last evening. The lobby of the hotel 
was thronged with guests at the time 
and a dull, crashing sound was heard 
from the bottom of the shaft, but 
none suspected that so terrible an ac- 
cident had happened, and it was not 
until two or three minutes later that 
the terrible truth was learned. Then 
a traveling man wanted to take the 
elevator up stairs, and in ringing for 
it heard the gasps of the dying boy 
in the shaft below. 


He gave the alarm and Clerk John 


Pauley and others rushed to the ele- 
vator. The door was hastily opened, 
and the almost lifeless body of young 
Conklin was lifted from the pit. The 
limp body was placed on a seat in the 
lobby and a physician in the crowd 
made a hasty examination. Restora- 
tives were administered, but to no 
avail. The heart had almost ceased 
beating, and the injured lad was past 
human aid. He was carried to,the 
third floor and placed upon a cot, 
where he breathed his last within 
five minutes after his frightful fall. 


The terrible affair created the wild- 


est excitement about the hotel. The 
unfortunate boy was 16 years of age, 
and resided with his mother, Mrs. 
Bessie Conklin, and a sister, Annie, 
13 years of age, at 4 Edgerton street. 
Mrs. Conklin is employed at the ho- 
tel as chambermaid, and but a short 
time before had ridden down the ele* 
vator with her son and gone to the 
home of her brother-in-law, Jacob 
Campbell, at 453 Webster street, to 
spend the evening. A carriage was 
sent to convey her to the hotel, and 
as she beheld the lifeless form of her 
son the woman was prostratea by the 
fearful blow. Her grief was pitiful 
and tears filled the eyes of those who 
stood by and attempted to console 
her. 


Coroner Barnett made an examina- 


tion of the body and found that both 
legs were broken below the knees, 
one shoulder crushed, the left arm 
fractuied and terrible internal inju- 
ries had been sustained. 
The re- 


mains were removed to Peltier's un- 
dertaking establishment 
and pre- 


pared for burial. 


No one knows just how the terri- 


ble accident occurred. 
The most 


plausible explanation was given by 
Mr. Ivans, one of the proprietors. He 
said that young Conklin was the 
night elevator boy and had just an- 
swered a call for ice water to a room 
on the fifth floor.

An original and very interesting 


experiment is now being made in 
Boston. It is a school for nurse- 
maids. 
The regulations 
of the 


school are strictly defined 
Appli- 


cants cannot be less than eighteen 
years old or more than thirty; they 
must give evidence of a common 
school education and recommenda- 
tions of character; they must also 
pledge themselves to wear a uai 
form after they graduate and not 
to ask a weekly salary of more than 
$5 for the first year. 


The course of instruction consid- 


ers subjects relating to the physical 
welfare of children, fmoh as bath- 
ing, dressing and the diet, lessons 
being also given in plain laundry 
work, sewing and mending; and 
together with these are discussed 
the management and discipline of 
children, the moral and intellectual 
attitude of the nurse to the child- 
ren, as for example, how to incul- 
cate tiustfulness, and the evil of 
frightening 
children 
to 
secure 


obedience, tho kind of stories to 
tell and kindergarten games which 
may be p'ayed. 


Boston claims that the school is 


the first of its kind in the country. 
Of its success, its projectors have 
no fear. It is a source of surprise 
that people of intelligence and 
wealth so often consign their chil- 
dren during early years, and as the 
psychologists assure us, the most 
plastic period, to uneducated and 
undesirable companionship. 
Un- 


doubtedly there is a field for the 
educated nursemaid, and her advent 
in 
greater numlcrs should be 


heralded with gratification large 
and sincere. Io may be, also, that 
with the avocation elevated to 
something like a profession, more 
women of intelligence and refine- 
ment will ho attracted to it, who 
would surely find the duties of the 
nursemaid iu numerous instances 
less arduous, pleasanter and fully 
as remunerative as are many em 
plnyments iuto whioli they now 
crowd. 


The results of Boston's experi- 


ment will be awaited with interest.

1. "I am the true vine, and My Father 


Is the husbandman." The principal 
thought of this part of His discourse seems 
to be that of bearing frnit to the glory of 
God. In verse 16 He says that He chose 
and ordained them that they should bring 
forth fruit that should abide. In Rom. 
Til, 4, we are said to be married to the 
Lord to bring forth fruit unto God. In 
John iv, 36, He spoke of fruit, unto life 
eternal In Rom. vi, 33, it is fruit unto 
holiness. The true vine is in contrast to 
Israel, which was the vineyard of the Lord 
of Hosts, but though planted a noble vino 
became turned into the degenerate plant 
of a Btrange vine unto the Lord (Isa. v, T; 
Jer. li, 91). 


8. "Every branch in Me that beareth 


not fruit He taketh away, and every 
branch that beareth fruit He purgeth it, 
that It may bring forth more fruit." These 
words were spoken to eleven true disciples 
whom He had already taught that they 
could never perish and no power coulU 
pluck them out of His hand (John s, 
87-29J, so that we must not seek to find 
here any reference to the possible loss of 
the soul It is wholly a question of fruit 
bearing or otherwise, and the husband' 
man's treatment of the fruitful and un 
fruitful branches. 


8 ' 'Now ye are clean through the word 


Which I have spoken unto you." He had 
told them in chapter silt, 10, that they 
were clean every whit, thus describing 
their standing in Him, accepted in the Be 
loved (Eph 1, 6). But Ho also referred to 
a need of constant cleansing in daily life 
because of contact with the world. This 
is epoken of also in chapter xvii, 17, and 
Eph. V, 26. There is a oauctiflcation that 
is ours by the one oft'ering of Christ onco 
for all, and all who are justified are also 
sanctified (Heb. x, 10, 14; I Cor. vi, 11). 


4. "Abide in Me nnd I in you. As the 


branch cannot bear fruit of itself except 
it abide in the vine, no more can yo ex- 
cept ye abide in Me." In Hos. nil, 9 
xiv, 8, Ho says, "In Mo is thino help 
from Me is thy fruit found," In Isa. xiv, 
84; zxvi, 12: "In the Lord have I right- 
eousness and strength. Thou also hasl 
wrought all our works for us." Every 
where the teaching is that wo have the 
treasure in earthen vessels that the excel 
lency of the power may bo of God and noi 
of us (II Cor. iv, 7). How, then, shall we 
abide? Hudson Taylor says that he made 
great efforts to abide until he saw that ii 
needed weakness and nut strength to 
abide. 


6. ''I am the vine; ye are the branches 


He that abideth in Me and I in him, th< 
same bringeth forth much fruit, for with 
out Me ye can do nothing " The margn 
says "severed from Me." Yet many try tc 
do much that they coll good apart fron 
Him. But He says it is all nothing. I 
may be a great nothing or a small notli 
ing, but unless He does it through us i 
will be only wood, hay and stubble to b 
burned up and result in nothing but loss 
la it not wonderful to consider that th 
vine makes Itself dependent upon th 
branches to bear fruit' Grapes are ncvc 
gathered from the main stem of the vine 
but always from the branches, new growth 


6. "If a man abide not in Me, ho is cas 


forth as a branch and is withered, am 
men gather them and cast them into th 
flre, and they are burned." This helps t 
explain the first clause of verse 9. Th 
branches that do not bear are like the sal 
that has lost its savor and is trodden un 
der foot of man (Math, v, 13). 


7. "If ye abide in Me and My word 


abide in you, yo shall ask what ye wil 
and it shall bo done unto you." This i 
about the same as chapter xiv, 13, 14, an 
includes the thought of being about Hi 
business and seeking only His glory 
Abiding in Him includes our weaknes 
yielded to His strength, His strengt 
made perfect in our weakness, His lit 
made manifest by His Spirit in us. Th 
Spirit works through and by the word. 


8. "Herein is My Father glorified, tha 


ye bear much fruit; so shall ye be My dis 
ciples." In chapter vni, 81, Ho said, "i 
ye continue in My word, then are ye M 
disciples indeed," The word in uswi 
cause us to continue in His word, and b 
the word and the Spirit we shall be fillet 
with the fruits of righteousness which ar 
by Jesus Christ unto the glory and praise 
of God (Phil, i, 11). The fruit of the Spirit 
is love, joy, peace, long suffering, gentle- 
ness, goodness, faith, meekness, temper- 
ance (Gal. v, 22), and whatever God does 
With us or wherever He places us we may 
be sure that His desire is to have us bear 
more fruit. 


9. "As the Father hath loved Me, so 


have I loved you; continue ye in My love " 
We must persistently believe that He loves 
us with an unchanging love, an everlast- 
ing love, a love that brought Him from 
heaven to earth for us, a love that spared 
not Himself and will therefore with Him- 
self freely give us all things (Jcr. xxxi, 8; 
Rom. viil, 82). We must ever believe. The

The question of influence becomes 


important us soon as one has con- 
sciously entered upon the (hristian 
life. More than e\ er he appreciates the 
immeiii-e possibilities of his influence 
for both good and ill. How is it to be 
exerted'.' 
How can it be made most 


effective in aiding the work of Christ 
lu other hearts? His first impulse is 
to testiij in. the name of Christ to some 
triend. 
Often he is advised to do this. 


It may be well that he do so. Certainly 
his testimony ought to be given when- 
ever and wherever it seems likely to 
have weight. But testimony and ap- 
peal sometimes produce but little et- 
fect. 
Their sincerity is not doubted, 


but the result is the same. It takes a 
long time to learn thoioughly that the 
most potent religious influence is that 
of character. Testimony and appeal too 
otten fail because anticipated. Those 
to whom they are offered discount 
them to some extent beforehand—have 
an opportunity, as it were, to fortify 
themselves in defense. Moi cover, they 
are answerable. They permit and some- 
times prompt argument, and argument 
is as likely to confirm the opponent in 
his own conviction as to convince him 
of ours. 


The power of character lies largely 


in the very tact of its silence. It pro- 
vokes no opposition. It makes no pa- 
rade. 
It simply exists. There it is 


in plain view day after day, week after 
week. There is no escape from observ- 
ing it, from realizing what it is, from 
being touched and molded by it sooner 
or later and in a greater or less de- 
gree. 
It may be overlooked to-day. 


To-morrow it will be noticed. It may 
be criticised to-day. To-morrow, or in 
some different mood, its genuineness 
and nobility will be recognized. It 
comes to be regarded as a fundamental, 
undeniable fact which must be reck- 
oned with, and the impression which 
it makes is neither temporary nor su- 
perficial. Many a word has been spoken 
for Christ, which, by its sincerity, its 
tenderness, its revelation of apprecia- 
tion and sympathy has accomplished 
wonderful things in the transform- 
ing of a soul. No one may undervalue 
or neglect the opportunity to bear wit- 
ness in words for the Master. But 
none the less the true Christian must 
always aim to attain to a high type of 
character which shall tell its own story 
and preach its own sermon without the 
need of words. Then he will be do- 
ing the Master's work, even when he 
is not conscious of a special and defi- 
nite intention to impress a given in- 
dividual. 
Then, when he does speak, 


his words will have a double signifi- 
cance,—Congregationalist.

A teacher of elocution in an American 


college for vtoinen told the following in- 
cident to some friends the other day as 
a fact: 


The last meeting of delegates of 


the Associated Charities for the 
present 
year was held 
Thursday 


at room 8, city hall, and was fairly 
attended. Prof. A. B. Crowe read an 
the -'Relation of Charity Organiza- 
tion to Social Problems," an abstract 
of which follows: 


"There are all around us men who 


are fatalists and who talk of the des- 
tiny that cannot be changed. 
Such 


persons scout at reforms and speak of 
the futility of 'puny man' getting in 
front of the wheels of the social Jug- 
gernaut which is today grinding the 
love of life and life itself out of great 
masses of the world's more unfortu- 
nate classes. To them all charity, 
by which I mean helpfulness to those 
whose burdens for any reason are un- 
usually onerous, is a futile tinkering 
with the law of the survival of the 
fittest, which they assert applies to 
all life. I would remind such persons 
that civilized man, while laigely a 
product of his environment, is to a 
large degree its master also. 
His 


knowledge of good and evil and his 
power ot free choice place him in a 
class all his own and perfectly dis- 
tinct from all other forms of life. 
While in plant or lower animal life 
the weaker succumbs in time of 
drought or famine, with man the 
stronger may shield the weaker, 
may share with him his strength, 
and better yet, may teach him how to 
use his own strength to better advan- 
tage. 


"I am speaking today to those who 


need no argument to convince them 
of the benefit of charity, but who see 
much that is sad, evil and deplorable 
and believing that thoughtful, hon- 
est effort can greatly ameliorate the 
conditions which make life miserable 
to many, seek the best way of em- 
ploying their energies to that end. 
Experience and the history of the 
past warn us to act intelligently and 
thoughtfully and not on spasmodic 
impulse, for thoughtless charity may 
do and always has done irreparable 
evil. There is danger in action with- 
out knowledge of conditions, 
yet 


what a conflict of feelings one has 
when asked for charity at his door. 
The first impulse is to feed and 
clothe. Beason says you are making 
life by begging a possibility if you 
aid this person and injuring his chai- 
acter if it is not already destroyed. 
Yet, how often the impulse overcomes 
reason in these matters. The 'glow' 
that is said to follow such action 
should be one of shame and not satis- 
faction. 
Any charity that ia prac- 


ticed for the pleasure it gives the 
donor is a pseudo charity and noth- 
ing but a new form of selfishness. 
The 'development of altruistic feel- 
ings' in the giver is no doubt a re- 
ward of charitable action. But as an 
incentive to charitable work it is ab- 
surd, since with this end in view 


iced charity has don* much and will 
do more in advancing this sdmtifte 
Study of social science. .Its work is 
a school which fits those who engage 
in it for intelligent work in cottMf:- 
ting all forms of social evil. It pntyi 
the person drawn into its work In 
the harness, not only ready to >pull} 
but actually pulling for reformation 
and right; for this work brings to 
knowledge things which must incite 
to action every true man and 
woman."

young men in college," feaid one, "whj 
the Jews kept Saturday as the Sabbath, 
while the Christians ob&erve Sunday. 
Not one could tell me, and yet the ma- 
jority of them undoubtedly belonged 
to church-going families." 


Another teacher said: "Ignoranceof 


the Bible is not confined to the girls 
and boys. I was seated at a lecture 
lately bebide a young matron, a leader 
of society especially devoted to music. 
The lecturer quoted from the Tvventy- 
thiid Psalm, adding: 'As the sweet 
singer of Israel tells us.' 


"Aly neighbor looked puzzled a mo- 


ment and then, nodding cheerfully, 
vi hispered: 'He means Mendelssohn, of 
course.'"

practical truths of Christianity arc now 
taught in Christian homes, the" Bible 
is not read or studied or committed to 
memory by the children as it was in 
past generations, not only in devout 
families, but in many of those where 
the parents were not members of Chris- 
tian churches.

"The difficulty in acting wisely in 


relieving distress has led every state 
in Christendom to found institutions 
and appoint agents for the care of de- 
pendent classes of its citizens. The 
church also has provided for the ad- 
ministration of relief to those in need 
and various societies have 
been 


founded for the purpose of relieving 
distress. 
Until recent years all 


these agencies acted independently 
and each was in the dark as to the 
acts of the other and the results were 
not good.

At this tune, when the evils of tho 


drink traffic are being widely discussed 
and the movement for the abolition of 
the degrading and brutalizing canteen 
in our military camps is gaining niauy 
•upporter.s, this sermou by Dr. Tal- 
niage, dealing with the broader aspects 
of the plague of intemperance should 
cheer and inspire the friends of tem- 
perance everywhere. His text is Exo- 
dus 11:0, "And there shall be a great 
«ry throughout all the land of Egypt." 


This was the worst of the ten plagues. 


The destroying 
angel at midnight 


Happed his wing over the land, and 
there was one dead in each house. La- 
mentation and mourning and woe 
through all Egypt. That destroying 
angel has fled the earth, but a far worse 
has come. He sweeps through these 
cities. It is the destroying angel of 
strong drink, Far worse devastation 
wrought by this second than by the 
first. The calamity in America worse 
than the calamity in Egypt. Thousands 
of the slain, millions of the slain. i\o 
arithmetic can calculate their number. 


Once upon a time four fiends met in 


the lo.st world. They res-olved that the 
people of our earth were too happy, 
and th^se^our internals came forth to 
our earth on embassy of mischief. The 
one fiend said: "I'll take charge of the 
vineyards." Another said: 
"I'll take 


charge of the grainfields." Another 
paid: "I'll take charge of the dairy." 
Another said: "I'll take charge of the 
music." 
The four fiends met in the 


great (Sahara^desert, with skeleton fin- 
gers clutched each other in handshake 
of fidelity, kissed each other good-by 
with lip of blue flame, and parted 011 
their mission. 


The flend of the vineyard came in one 


bright morning amid the grapes and sat 
down on a root of twisted grapevine in 
sheer discouragement. The fiend kno,w 
Cot how to damage the linoyard, or, 
through it, how to damage the world. 
The grapes were so ripe and beautiful 
and luscious. They bewitched the air 
with their sweetness. There seemed to 
be so much health in every bunch, and 
while the fiend sat there in utter indig- 
nation and disappointment he clutched 
u, cluster and squeezed it iu perfect 
spite, and lo! his hand was red with the 
blood of the vineyard, and the fiend 
said: "That reminds me of the blood of 
broken hearts. I'll strip the vincjard, 
nnd I'll squeeze out all the juice of the 
grapes, and I'll allow tho, juices of the 
grapes to stand until they rot, and I'll 
call the process fermentation." And 
there was a great vat prepared, and 
people came with their cups and their 
pitchers, and they dipped up the blood 
of thegrapes, and they drank and drank 
and went away drinking, ami they 
drank until they fell in long lines of 
death, so that when, the fiend of the 
vineyard wanted to return to his home 
in th$ pit he stepped from carcass to 
carcass and walked down amid a great 
fiausejvgy of the dead. 


TheV'the Second tiend came into the 


grainfield. He waded chin deep amid 
the barley ancl the rye. He heard all the 
grain, talking about bread and prosper- 
ous husbandry and thrifty homes. He 
thrust his long arms into the grainfield, 
and he pulled up the grain and threw it 
into the water, and he made beneath it 
great fires—fires lighted with a spark 
from his own heart—and there were a 
grinding and smashing1 and a stench, 
and the people came with their bottles, 
and they poured the fiery liquid, and 
they drank, and they blasphemed, and 
they staggered, and they fought, and 
they rioted, and they murdered, and 
the fiend of the pit, the fiend of the 
gruinfield, was so pleased with their be- 
havior that he changed his residence 
from the pit to the whisky barrel, and 
there he sat by the door of the bungholc 
laughing in high merriment at the 
thought that out of anything so harm- 
less) as the-grain of the field he might 
turn this world into a seeming pande- 
monium. 


The fiend of the dairy saw the cows 


roming home from the pasture field, 
full laddered, and as the maid milked 
he said:' "I'll soon spoil all that mess: 
I'll add to it brandy, sugar and nut- 
meg, and I'll stir it into a milk punch, 
and children will drink it, and some of 
the temperance people will drink it, and 
if I can do them no more harm I'll give 
them a, headache, and then I'll hand 
them over to the more vigorous fiends 
of the satanic delegation." And then 


you know as wen as 1 ttlnt it Is 


impossible to exaggerate the evils of 
strongdrink. A plague! A plague! In 
the llrstplace the inebriate suffers from 
the loss of u good na me. C od has so a r- 
ranged it that no man loses his reputa- 
tion except by his own act. The world 
may assault a man, and all the powers 
of darkness may assault him—they can- 
not capture him so long as his heart is 
pure and his life is pure. All tho powers 
of earth nnd hell cannot lake that Cib- 
raltar. H a man is right, all the bom- 
bardment of the world for 5, 10, 20, 40 
years will only strengthen him in his 
position. So that all you have to do is 
to keep yourself right. Never mind the 
world. Let it say what it will. It can 
do you no damage. But as soon as it is 
whispered: 
"He drinks," and it. can 


be proved, lie begins to go down. What 
clerk can get a position with such a 
reputation? What store -wants him? 
What curch of (Jod wants him for a 
member? What dying man wants him 
for an. executor? 
"He drinks!" 
I 


stand before hundreds of young men— 
and I say it not in flattery—splendid 
young men who have their reputation 
as their only capital. Your father gave 
you a good education, or as good an 
education as he could afford to give you. 
He started you in city life. He could 
furnish you no means, but he has sur- 
rounded you with Christian influences 
and a good memory of Hie past. Now, 
young /nan, under God you are with 
your own right arm to achieve your 
fortune, and as your reputation is your 
only capital do not bring upon it sus- 
picion by going in and out of liquor es- 
tablishments or by on odor of your 
breath or by any glare of your eje or 
by any unnatural flush on your checks. 
You lose your reputation and you lose 
your capital. 


I had a very dear friend, generous to 


ft fault. He had given thousands and 
tens of thousands of dollars to Bible so- 
cieties, tract societies, missionary soci- 
eties, asylums for the poor, the halt, 
the lame, the blind, the Imbecile. ] do 
not belie\e for 20 years anybody asked 
liim for a dollar, $50 or SJOO for char- 
ity but he gave it. i never heard of 
anybody asking him for help but he 
gave it. But he was under the power of 
strong drink, and he went on down, 
down, down. His family implored him, 
saying: "You are going too far in Iliat 
habit. You had better stop." He re- 
plied: "I can stop any time. 1 am my 
own master. I can stop." He went on 
down, down. His friends advised and 
cautioned him. He said: "Don't be 
afraid of me. I am my own master. 1 
can stop now. I know what I am do- 
ing-." He went ou down until he had 
1he delirium tremens. On down until 
he had the delirium tremens twice. Aft- 
er the second time the doctor said: "If 
you ever have an attack like this again 
you will die. You had better stop." He 
said: "I can stop any time, 1 can stop 
now." He went on down. He is dead. 
What slew him? Kum, rum! Among 
the last things he said was that he 
could stop any time. He could not stop. 


Oh, my young friend's, J want to tell 


you that there is a point in inebriation 
beyond which if a man g'o he cannot 
stop! But sometimes a man will be 
more frank than that. 
A victim of 


strong drink said to a reformer: "It is 
impossible for me to stop. Ireali/eit. 
But if you should tell me I couldn't ha\e 
a drink until to-morrow night unless i 
had all my fingers cut off, 1 would say: 
'Bring the hatchet and cut them oft'.' " 
1 had a very dear friend in Philadelphia 
whose nephew came to him and was 
talking about his trouble and confessed 
it. He confessed he could not .stop. My 
friend said: "You must stop " He said: 
"I can't, stop. If there stood a cannon, 
and it was loaded, and (here was a 
glass of wine on the mouth of the can- 
non, and I know you would five it off 
if I approached, 1 would start to get 
that glass of wine. 1 must ha\e it. I 
can't get rid of this habit. 1 can't get 
away from it." Oh, it is awful for a 
man to wake up and fool that he is a 
cuptive! I hear him soliloqui/ing. say- 
ing: 
"I might lune stopped 
three 


months ago, bul I can't stop now. Dead, 
but not buried; 1 am a walking corpse. 
I am an apparition of what 1 once was. 
I am a caged immortal arid my soul 
beats agaiiint the wires of my cage on 
this side and beats against the wires of 
my cage on the other side until there 
is blood on (he, wires and blood on the 
soul, but i can't get out. Destroyed 
without remedy!" 


Again, the man suffers from tho loss 


of usel illness. Do you know some of the 
men who hu\e fallen into tlie ditch were 
once in the front rank iu churches and 
in the front rank in reformatory insti- 
tutions' 1 l)o\ou know they once l\nelt 
at the family altar and once carried 
the ojialice of tho holv communion on 
sacramental days?

Oh, what 
must be the feeling of a man who has 
destroyed his capacity for usefulness! 
Do not be angry w i t h that man. Do not 
lose your patience with him. Do not 
wonder if he says strange things and 
gets irritated easily in tho family. He 
lias the Pyrenees and the Andes and 
the Alps on him. Do not try to per- 
suade hinf that there is no future pun- 
ishment. Do not go into any argument 
to prove to him thatthcrc is no hell. He 
knows thcre is. Ho, is there now! 


But he suffers also in the loss of phys- 


ical health. The older people in this au- 
dience can remember Dr. Sewell going 
through this country electrifying great 
audiences by demonstrating to them 
; the erfecjb of strong drink upon the hu 
man Stomach.' I am told he had eight 
or ten diagrams which, ho presented to 
the people, showing the different stages 
in the progress of the di-sease, and I am 
told tens of thousands of people turned 
back from that ulcerous sketch and 
sworeeternal abstinence from all intox- 
lcftata< God _oaly kn«>w>, wha£ the 


drunkard guaers. ram Bits an e*erry 
nerve and travels ever^ muscle and 
gnaws ou every bone and stings with 
every poison and pulls with every tor- 
ture. What reptiles crawl over his shiv- 
ering limbs: 
What specters stand by 


hismidnightpillows! What groans tear 
the air! Talk of the rack, talk of the 
inneral pyre, talk of the Juggernaut- 
he suffers all at once. 


See the attendants stand back from 


that ward in the hospital where the in- 
ebriates are dying. They cannot stand 
it. The keepers come through it and 
say: ''Hus,li up, now! Stop making this 
noise! He still! You are disturbing all 
the other patients. 
Keep Mill now!" 


Then the keepers paws on, and after 
they get past then tlie'poor creatures 
wring their hands and say: "O <iod! 
Help, help! 
(Jive me rum, give me 


rum! 
0 Cod! 
O God!-" 
And they 


shriek and they blaspheme and they cry 
for help and then they ask the keepers 
to slay them, saying: "Stab me, stran- 
gle me, smother me! 
O God! Help, 


help! Ruin! 
Give me rum! 0 God! 


Help!" They tear out their hair by the 
handful, and they bite their nails into 
the quick. This is no fancy picture. It 
is transpiring in a hospital at this mo- 
ment. It went on laM night while you 
slept, and, more than that, that is the 
death some of you will die unless you 
stop. I see it coming. God help you to 
stop before you go so far that you can- 
not stop. 


But it plagues a Wan also in the loss 


of home. 1 do not care how much he 
loves his wife and children, if this habit 
gets the mastery over him ho will do 
the most outrageous things. If need be, 
in order to get strong drink he would 
sell'them all into everlasting captivity. 
There are hundreds and thousands of 
homes that have been utterly blasted 
of it. 1 am speaking of no abstraction. 
Is there anything so disastrous to n 
man for this life and for the life to 
come'.' Do you tell me that a man can 
be happy when he knows ho is breaking 
his wife's heart and clothing his chil- 
dren with rags? There are little chil 
dreu in the streets to-day, barefooted 
unkempt, uncombed, want written on 
every patch of their faded dress and 01 
every wrinkle of their prematurely olt 
countenance, who would have, been in 
the house of God this morning as wel 
clad as you had it not boon that stronj, 
drink d'ro\e their parents down int< 
penury and then down into the grave 
Oh, nun, rum, thou dcspoilor of homes 
tliou foe of God, thou recruiting office 
of the pit. 1 hatethee! 


But my subject takes a deeper tom 


when it tells you that the inebriate suf 
fers the loss of the soul. The tiiblein 
timates that if we go into the futuri 
world unforgiven the appetites and pas 
sioiis which were regnant here will tor 
ment us there. I suppose when the1 ine 
briate wakes up in the lost world there 
will be an infinite thirst clawing upon 
him. In this world he could get strong 
drink. However poor he was in thi 
world, he could beg or he could steal iiv 
cents to get a drink that would for r 
little while slake his thirst, but in eter- 
nity where will the rum come from 
Dives wanted one drop of water, bu 
could not get it. Where will the inebri 
ategetthe draught he so much requires 
so much demands? No one to brew i' 
No one to mix it. No one to pour ii 
No one to fetch it. Millions of world 
now for the dregs that were thrown o 
the sawdusted floor of the restaurant 
Millions of worlds now for the. rin 
flung out from the punch bowl of a 
eartlilybaiu|iiet. Dnesealled lor watei 
The inebriate calls for rum. 


If a fiend from the lost world shoul 


come up on a mission to the grogsho 
and, 
having finished the mission in th 


grogshop, should come back, taking on 
the tip of his> wing one drop of alcoholic 
beverage, what excitement it would 
make all through the world of the lost 
and, 
if that one drop of alcoholic bev- 


erage should drop from the wing of the 
fiend upon the tongue, of the inebriate, 
how he would spring up and cry: 
"That's it! That's it! Kum! Euro! 
That's it!1' And all the caverns of the 
lost would echo with the cry: "Give it 
to me! Kum! Kum!" Ah, my friends, 
the. inebriate's sorrow in the next world 
w i l l not be the absence of God or holi- 
ness or light; it will be the absence of 
rum. 
"Look not upon the wine when 


it is red, when it movetli itself aright 
in the, cup, for at the last it bitelh like 
n serpent and it slingeth like an ad- 
der." 


When I see this plague in the land, 


and when 1 see this destroying angel 
sweeping across our great cities, I am 
somctimcsindiguanl nnd sometimes hu- 
miliated. When a man asks me: "What 
arc jou in favor of for the subjugation 
of this evil?" I answer: "I am ready 
for anything that is reasonable.'' You 
ask me: "Arc %ou in tavor of Sons of 
Temperance'.'" Yes. "Are you in favor 
of Good Samaritans?" Yes. "Are you iu 
fa\or of Good Templars?" Yes. "Arc 
you in fa\or of prohibitory Ian ?" Yes. 
''Are you in favor of the pledge?" Yes 
Combine all the influences, 0 Christian 
reformers and philanthropists! Com 
bine them all for the extirpation of this 
c\il. 


Thirty women, in one of the western 


stales banded together and with an 
especial ordination from God they went 
forth to the work and shut up all the 
grogshops of. a largo ullage. Thirty 
women, with their song and with their 
prayer, and if 3,000 or 2.000 Christian 
men and women with an especial ordi- 
nation from God should go forth feeling 
the responsibility of their work and 
discharging their mission, they could 
in any city shut up all the grogshops. 


But T must not dwo.il on generalities; 


t must come to specifics. 
Are you 


astray? If there is any sermon J dis- 
like, it is a sermon on generalities. 1 
want personalities. 
Are you astray? 


Have you gone so far you think j ou can- 
not get back? Did I say a few moments 
ago that a man might go to a point 
in inebriation where he could not stop? 
Yes, 1 said it, and I reiterate it. But 1 
want you also to understand that whilt! 
the man himself, of his oivn strength, 
cannot stop, God can stop any man. 
You have only to Iny hold of the strong 
arm of the Lord God Almighty. He can 
stop you. Many summers ago I went 
over to New York one Sabbath even- 
ing'—.our church not yet being open for 
the autumnal services. 1 wont into a 
room iu the Fourth ward, New York, 
wlur* • raHrioii* service was lieiuc 


icld "for reformed 'drunk'arGs, and 1 
heard a revelation that night that I had 
never -heard before—15 or :.'0 men stand- 
ng up and giving testimony such as 1 
nul never heard given. They not only 
testified that their hearts had been 
hanged by the grace of God, but that 
he grace of God had extinguished 
their thirst. They went on to say that 
they had reformed at different times 
jcfore, but immediately .fallen, because 
they were doing ,|he whole work in 
their own strength. "But as soon as 
we gave our hearts to God," they said, 


and the love of the Lord Jesus Christ 
has come into our soul the thirst has all 
gone. We have no more disposition fo'r 
Btrong drink." 


It Was a new revelation to me, and I 


liave proclaimed it again and again in 
the hearing of those who have far gone 
astray, and I stand hero to-day to toll 
you that the grace of the Lord Jesus 
Christ cannot only sa\e your soul, but 
save your body. 1 look off to-day upon 
the desolation. Some of MHI are BO far 
on in this habit, although there may 
be no outward indications of it—you 
never ha\e staggered along the street 
—the vast majority of people do not 
know that jou stimulate; but God 
knows, and you know, and by human 
calculation there is not one chance out 
of five thousand that you will eter be 
stopped. Beware! There are some of 
you who arc my warm personal friends 
to whom Imust say that unless you quit 
this evil habit within ton years, as to 
your body, volt will lie down in a 
drunkard's grave; and, as to your im- 
mortal soul, you will lie down in a 
drunkard's hell! It is a hard thing to 
say, but if is true, and I utter the warn- 
ing lest I have your blood upon my soul. 
Beware! As to-day yon open the door 
of your wine closet, lot the decanter 
Hash that word upon \our soul: "Be- 
ware!" As you pour out the beverage, 
let the foam at tho top spell out the 
word, "Beware!" In tho great day of 
God's judgment, when a hundred mil- 
lion drunkards shall come up to get 
their doom, 1 want you to testify that 
this day, in love of j o u r soul and in 
fear of God, 1 gave jou waniingin re- 
gard to that influence which has already 
been felt in your home, blowing out. 
some of its lights—premonition of the 
blackness of darkness forever. 


Oil, if you could onl\ hoar intemper-
